A tnun der- 
storm of ex- 
treme. violence, 
accompanied by 
a heavy down- 
pour of rain, 
broke over St. 
Louis early 
Thursday. Dam- 
age was done by 
wind and light-. 
ning to resi- 
dences and 
places of busi- 
nesy, telegraph 
wires were re- 
ported as being 
snapped by the 
fall of poles in 
various parts of 
the State. 

The electrical 
display during 
the elimax of 
the storm was 
the must spec- 
tacular seen in 
St. Louis in vears, 
and the rainfall 
during a few hours exceeded the en- 
tire precipitation during the previous 
twenty days of May. It was the heavi- 
est precipitation since the snow of last 
March 

Persons all over St. Louis were awak- 
ened and frightened by the fury of the 
storm. Terrific reports of thunder, 
trailing into rumblings that seemed to 
shake the earth, were preceded by 
blinding flashes of lightning. The blades 
of fire seeined to gtfow and fuse until the 
entire heaven was a sheet of dazzling 
white.

Rain Fell in Sheets. 

The disturbance was heralded by a 
shower at 9 p. m. Wednesday, when a 
few drops of rain fell and a brief elec- 
trical storm gave warning of what was 
to come. Slowly the sky cleared. and 
for more than two hours the stars 
shone. Then a bank of purple clouds 
rolled up out of the southwest, Soon 
after midnight the electrical demonstra- 
tion began, and rain began to fall. 

Between 12:06 a. m. and 12:40, the rain- 
fall seemed not in drops, but in crowd- 
ed bucketsful. In that brief period the 
guage at the Weather Bureau measured 
a precipitation of .41 of an inch—two- 
thirds of all that fell during the night. 
This time of heaviest rain was also the 
time of highest wind, a velocity of 38 
miles an hour being attained The wind 
was from the northwest and sent water 
in sheets against window panés. 

After this there was a Jul, and 
wind did not rise higher than from 
to 2% miles an hour. The intensity 
the storm abated and the rain fell in 
steady volumes. By 7 a. m. the total 
was an inch, and 
during the morning enough fell to 
bring this figure to 1.4 inches.

MADRID, May 31.—In the historic 
church of San Jeronimo e¢! Real, where 
his grand aunt, the second Isabella, 
was wedded over haif a century ago, 
Alfonso XIII, King of Spain, was mar- 
ried to the Princess Ena of = 
at 11 o'clock this morning. 

The brilliantly ‘lighted interior of the 
church, shaped like a cross aha massed 
with flowers, gold-laced uniforms and 
beautiful toilettes, presented an imposw 
ing spectacie. About the altar were 
grouped the brid«l party, headed by the 


the royal fami ily, who, in turn, were sur 
rounded by the Spanish Cabinet officers 
and other officials and the foreign min- 
isters and special envoys, all in state 
wniform. ae 

The American special envoy, Mr. 
Frederick Wallingford Whitridge, and 
his staff occupied a prominent position. 
Mrs. Collier, wife of the Minister from 
the United States, was the only Ameéri- 
can woman inside the church. Mpa. 
Whitridge, the American special. en- 
voy’s wife, occupied a tribune outside 
the church. 

Troops lined both sides of the streets 
in solid ranks for miles. The _ scene 
from the Puerto del Sol to the Pardo 
Palace was one of striking brilliancy. 


All the buildings were resplendent with 
the vellow and red colors of Spain 
woven into sunbursts, huge rosettes and 
graceful streamers looped from roof fo 
roof. and arches of roses from which 
were suspended enormous flower bask- 
ets and trailing vines. Under this daz- 
ziing canopy of flags and flowers surged 
masses of humanity in festival attire. 
The population of Madrid had turned 
out in a body and was augmented to 
twice its usual size by visitors from the 
country and neighboring .towns. 


Done Wedding Gown. 


Victoria came from the 
Pardo Palace to Madrid eariy in the 
morning, accompanied by her mother, 
Princess Henry of Battenberg, and her 
ladies of honors and escorted by a regi-

her wedding dress and Queen Christina 
greeted tire oride, after which the ladies

FOUND AFTER LONG HUNT 





Tray of the Trunk on Bed Led 
to Parent's Horrifying 
Discovery: 


KANKAKEE, lll., May 31.—At the 
close of a four hours’ search for her 
three younger children, Mrs. Adelord 
Van Sleete found them last night dead 
in a trunk in an upper chamber. All 
three were little girls, the youngest a 
mere baby. One dead body was sitting 
upright, the others lay huddled together 
upon a pillow. The lid of the big trunk 
was tightly closed upon them. It is 
supposed they had crawled into the 
trunk during their play and that the 
cover fell and latched and that they 
were suffocated. The tray of the trunk 
had been lifted out and lay upon a 
bed. 

With their six bovs and four girls the 
Van Sieetes moved here from a farm at 
Beaverville a year ago. Van Sleete is a 





‘teamster and is in good circumstances. 


The whole family occupy a five-room 
house. The younger children of the 
famiiy had been playing out of doors 
much of the day, listening to music and 
watching a martial display. 

Late in the afternoon the three young- 
est. Ida, 8 years old; Rosella, aged 6, 
and Pearl, aged 2, left the others, going 
into the house to continue their romp- 
ing. Supper time came and Mrs. Van 
Sleete called* through the yard and 
house, failing to bring any response. 

After supper was over Mrs. Van 
Sleete, according to the story told by 
the family, turned her attention to the 
house. She had gone through the room 
an dozen times and thought she had 
searched every nook and corner. At last 
the mother. in a sleeping room. in which 
was a round-topped trunk of the ‘‘Sara- 
toga’ variety, observed something she 
had overlooked before. 


Frozre Mother With Horror. 

The light tray had been taken from 
the trunk and was lying,on the bed. 
Mrs. Van Sleete lifted the lid of the 
closed trunk and saw her two babies 


lying on a pillow in the bottom of the 
trunk. Ida, the oldest of the three 
girls, was sitting upright, her head 
crooping on her breast. The children 
were so still that Mrs. Van _ Sleete 
stood in sympathetic stillness for an 
instant. Then she put forth her hand 
and touched Ida and spoke. Contact 
with the girls head and the lack of 
res;onse froze the woman with hor- 
ror. The children were dead. 

The trunk is not self-locking, but it 
has clasps that easily might snap and 
hold it shut against the strength of 
children, 

An inquest will be held today,

While the entire police and detective 
departments were looking for **Red”’ 
Giebe, Giebe quietly surrendered to 
Marshal Finks of the Supreme Court 
and started for the Penitentiary. 

Giebe was out on $30,000 bond, signed 
by Charles Lemp, pending the review 
by the Supreme Court of the robbery 
conviction against him, It Was an- 
nounced Tuesday that the Supreme 
Court had affirmed his sentence of five 
years in the Penitentiary, imposed a 
year ago in the Criminal Court. 

Then came the report that Giebe had 
disappeared and the police began look- 
ing for him. Meanwhile Marshal Finks 
received word that his prisoner would be 
at the Laclede Hotel at 1:3 p. m, 
Wednesday. Promptly at that time 
Giebe arrived in a closed carriage, and 
he and the marshal were driven to 
Union Station, and left for Jefferson 
City 20 minutes later. 

Since his conviction for robbery Giebe 
has been indicted for the killing of Fred- 
erick Scheel in 194. Scheel was shot 
while a gang of repeaters was pursuing 
Oliver’ J. Beck, a Republican judge of 
registration.

Violations of Ordinances Re- 
garding Smoke Are Also 
Investigated. 


In filing its final report in Judge C. 
Orrick Bishop’s court Thursday, the 
April grand jury took occasion to in- 
dorse the bond 
declaring that the appropriations for a 
new Insane Asylum and Poorhouse 
Should by all means be made. Relative 
to the bond issue the report says: 

With regard to the coming election of 
June 12 on the question of the bond is- 
sue, we cannot place too much emphasis 
on the duty of all citizens of St. Louis 
to consider the conditions now exist- 
ing at the Insane Asylum and Poor- 
house. There is scarcely an affliction 
to which human flesh i!s heir that ex- 
cites one’s sympathy as much as the 
victim of insanity, and yet we find that 
not only is the Insane AsyluM crowded 
far beyond its capacity, thus augment- 
ing the sufferings of those poor victims 
of that most dreadful of all diseases, 
but that hundreds of these poor crea- 
tures are and, owing to .-the present 
financial condition of the city, have to 
be housed in the City Poorhouse. 

‘*Hence, humanity, charity and every- 
thing that appeals to the human .heart

ONE GIRL ENDED LIFE 
Another Made Three Attempts 


at Suicide After Quarrels 
With Sweetheart. 





HAD SUBTLE INFLUENCE 





Henry Zang's Arrest Followed 
Quarrel With Girl About 
Diamond Ring. 


Henry Zang, 21 years old, who has 
such a mysterious, subtle influence over 
women that a trail of suicides and at- 
tempts at self-destruction follows in his 
wake, was locked up at the Four 
Courts Thursday. Complaining against 
him on charge of disturbing the peace 
was Ida Miller, who thrice drank pol- 
son in ‘efforts to end hér life when 
Zang’s love for her grew indifferent. 

Eva La Pearl’s suicide a few weeks 
ago was because Zang scorned her love. 
Katie Jones of 626 South Broadway also 
sought to die by drinking carbolic acid 
when Zang told her he did not care 
for her. 

The arrest of Zang was the outgrowth 
of a dispute about a diamond ring. Ida 
Miller, who has recovered from her last 
attempt to end her life, tried to obtain 
a ring she says Zang was keeping for 
her. A noisy quarrel, the entrance of 
the police and the Four Courts im- 
prisonment followed. 

When Ida Miller recovered from the 
effects of the carboliec acid she had 
drank Saturday night at 22 Center 
street her love had turned to hate. She 
determined to obtain the ring she had 
allowed Zang to wear. In an interview 
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tried to die on his account,” said she, 
“but it is the last.. I will get my dia- 
mond ring and hope to neVer set eyes 
upon him &gain.” 

In May of last year, when Ida Mil- 
ler Was living in Walnut street, she 
was in love with Zang. He had been 
attentive for some time, but suddenly 
left her and paid attention to Eva La 
Pearl, the beautiful girl who subse- 
quently committed suicide. 

Ida was piqued at the fickle Zang 
and drank a quantity of laudanum. 
She was taken to the. hospital and re- 
covered. Zang was kind to her and 
for a while she was happy. Two 
months ‘tater ,Zang again became in-

NEW YORK, May 31.—A balloon as- 
cension which in the history of aerial 
navigation will be a classic of daring 
was made yesterday by Joseph Warsch- 
ter, the German aeronaut, who came 
here three weeks ago and announced his 
determination to cross the Atlantic 
Ocean in a balloon if he could obtain 
$25,000 to construct a balloon to be de- 

vised by him. 

Without ballast, without life preserv- 
er, and even without the apparently in- 
dispensable ‘‘basket,’’ the man who has 
made 60 ascensions rose from Luna 
| Park at Coney Island in a space more 
confined than that through which any 
balloon has ever before been released. 
He missed the cupola of a tower by a 
scratch, and he swung past a flagstaff 
with a space of less than a foot be- 
tween the delicate silk bubble and the 
sharp point of the stock. 

Three times he tried to shoot upward 
and three times he came down in a 
mass of ropes and scattered ballast. 
Then he cut away the basket, threw 
his’ ballast to the ground, flung his 
parachute aside and lashing himself to 
the ropes, soared into the air, while 
50,000 persons in the park and on the 
outskirts watched him, awestricken. 


Made Aeronaut Gasp. 


Dr. Julian P. Thomas, an aeronaut, 
who is used to witnessing such affairs, 
gasped. When the German, who cannot 
not speak a word of English, swished 
‘off toward the ocean, «he doctor said: 

“That is the grandest thing I have 
ever seen, and I do not believe that in 
the history of aeronautics any man ever 
took such a chance. I think this man 
came close to going Admiral Farragut 
one better. Farragut lashed himself to 
the rigging of a ship which had a des- 
tination. Warschter has lashed him- 
self to the rigging of a ship that may 
go anywhere, according to the will of 
the wind.”’ 

Warschter, who braved a 25-mile an 
hour breeze, greater than any balloon- 
ist ever scorned, was flung out across 
the ocean, back to land, over houses 
and streets, while people—thousands of 


them—craned their necks. Then he was 
dropped in Jamaica Bay—still lashed to 
rigging. 

oe” Banetinnn fought for his life 
with the wind and tide. He, they and 
the balloon were whirled around for 
half an hour, while the gas, hissing 
from rents in the great silken mass, al- 
most suffocated them. 

Finally the man whose feat puts a cli- 
max to bravery, or lunacy, in the “big 
game,’ was extricated and taken to 
the hut of the fishermen, where he 
was revived. Before midnight he was 
back at Coney Island, wan of face, dull 
of eye—yet smiling.

Bottle Knocked From Hand— 
“Medicine” Removed by 
Stomach Pump. 


Before John Rieger of Brentwood, St. 
Louis County, had a chance to swallow 
any of its contents, a bottle of carbolic 
acid was knocked from his hands, but 
it took two hours of siphooning to rid 
his stomach of a combination of 4 ounc- 
es Of machine oil, a quart of milk and 
half a pint of alcohol, forcibly adminis- 
tered by two stalwart policemen in an 
effort to save his life. 

Though very slight of build in compar- 
ison to the two policemen, Rieger gave 
them a hard tussle in the fight which 


attended his treatment subsequent. to 


the application of the unusual emetics. 

Rieger's attempt at suicide followed a 
violent quarrel with his father. He had 
been away from home jor two years. 
Wednesday he was in’ the saloon of 
Leonard Carl, at 3201 Chouteau avenue, 
when his father, Frank Rieger, who was 
daughter living over the 
saloon, entered the place. 

The father renewed the old quarrel, 
which resulted in the boy leaving his 
home. A woman's name was. mentioned 
and in the quarrel John was struck by 
his father in the presence of several 
men in the saloon. 

When the father left, John seemed 
greatly depressed. He went to a drug 
store nearby and purchased the carbolic 
acid. With it he returned to the saloon 
and lifted the bottle to* his lips, but 
changed his mind and asked the bar- 
tender for a giass. The bartender 
noticed the label on the bottle and le&an- 
ing across the bar, knocked the bottle 
from his hand and spilled the contents 
over the floor. 

Policeman Andreas of the Magnotia 
avenue station was called and without 
waiting to inquire whether the boy had 
swallowed any of the acid he rang for 
an ambulance and then sent out in 
search of emetics. Two 2-ounce bot- 
tles of machine oil were produced. Forc- 
ing Rieger to the floor with the aid of 
another policeman, Andreas sat on the 
young man and forcibly opening his 
mouth, the oil was poured down his 
/ throat. 

By this time someone brought in a 
quart bottle of milk and the policemen 
poured the milk down Rieger's throat in 
the same summary fashion. Rieger 
fought against the process, but numbers 
told against him. The application of al- 
cohol tffollewed, but the ambulance ar- 
rived by that time and Rieger was tak- 
en to the City Hospital on a record 
run. 

Examination by Dr. Gallagher showed 
that ho carbolic acid Kad been swallowed 
by Rieger. The only inconvenience he 
felt came from the “medicine” he had 
been given by the policemen. His lips 
were slightly burned when he tried to 
drink from the bottle of acid. He was 
discharged Thursday.

DEATHS END DANCE. 


Excursion Crowd Sees Two Ne- 
groes Swept Away: 


In thersight of nearly 3000 river ex- 
cursionists, John Reed and William 
Kirkpatrick, negro roustabouts on the 
excursion steamer City of Providence, 
fell from the gangplank into the river 
and were drowned. 

Boat employes strove to rescue the 
men, but they were sucked under the 


steamer by the strong current. One of 
them was seen but once after falling. 

The accident occurred just after the 
boat had cleared on the return trip from 
Jefferson Barracks Wednesday, carry- 
ing a large crowd. The men mounted 
the gangplank as soon as it was raised 
from the bank, and as the boat. made 
for midstream they engaged in dancing 
fantastic steps for the amusement of 
the passengers. 

Suddenly the rope supporting the 
plank broke and the men dropped into 
the river. A cry of horror arose, and 
panic followed among the women and 
children who had been watching the 
two men from the middle deck. 

Captain Thorwegen ordered the boat 
to lay to, and the entire crew to turn 
out to aid in the rescue. Life preserv- 
ers were thrown out and boats were 
lowered, but the men disappeared be- 
yore ald could reach them.

Dr. Milnes was under direction of Dr. 
*0, E. Disson, inspector, who has since 
resigned and is in the employ of the 
packers as ‘‘adviser’’ in inspection mat- 
’ ters. Dr. Wooden was his assistant. 
Wooden is a nephew of Dr. Salmon, 
chief of the bureau. The first duty as- 
signed to Dr. Milnes was the inspection 
of hogs in the Armour plant. 

There he saw things that horrified 
him, and which he has told to Commis- 
sioners Neill and Reynolds. Dr. Milnes 
went from Kansas City, his first post, 
to Leavenworth, thence into Iowa, and 
from there to Chicago. At each post 
he had trouble with assistants, because 
of politica! influence. 

“In ‘érder to understand the stupen- 
dous character of this situation,”’ said 
Pr. Milnes, “it would be necessary to 
go into all the slaughtering houses and 
-packing houses in the West where I 
have had opportunity for investigation. 
The condition is appalling. 

‘Take Waterloo, for instance. Under 
Tederal inspection the packers had dis- 
covered that the hogs which came from 
certain farmers were infected with 
tuberculosis. I installed the usual dou- 

# ble inspection of animals, but found 
that the butchers were accustomed to 
the program of mypredecessor, and 
when I insisted on the viscera being set 
aside for examination I was condemned 
for attempting to smudge the reputation 
of the man I folléwed. 

“IT succeeded eventually in obtaining 
the ofder for double inspection. It re- 
* guitéd In many condemnations, owing to 
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later dismissed because he tried 
As he is no 
he told an astonishing story of 


the fact that tuberculosis was prevalent 
in the neighborhood, and drew forth 
earnest protest from the packers, who 
stated that they could not stand the 
loss because their immediate competi- 
tors in the neighborhood had no double 
inspection and did not meet with any 
such percentage of loss. Chicago was 
also quoted as a station where the in- 
spection was grossly lax, with conse 
quent insignificant condemnations. 
“They would kill a counie from each 
lot in making up a drove for the killing 
and when a hog was condemned the re- 
mainder of that lot were placed in the 
food pen until a carload had been as- 
sembled, when they were loaded and 
shipped to Chicago. Had these hogs 
been killed at this abattoir, the losses 


od 


would have reached as high as from 7 
to 12 per cent; in Chicago they were all 
sold. I found from the office records 
that my predecessors had communicat- 
ed, the news of this irregular procedure 
to Dr. Salmon, chief of the bureau, in 
Washington, and had received no reply. 

“Failing to- induce me to relax my 
methods of inspection, the packers final- 


ly made complaint to Mr. Salmon, who 
detailed Dr. Morris Wooden of the Chi- 
cago force, to visit Waterloo. He made 
careful examination of 42 hogs which 
had been condemned, but held under 
orders from Washington. Dr. Salmon's 
explanation of this procedure was a de- 
sireito have methods all over the coun- 
try uniform with those of Chicago. 

“According to Chicago methods, Dr. 
Wooden decided to condemn to lard and 
grease tanks 76 per cent of this whole 
number. I asked him what he thought 
of his Waterloo inspection, to which he 
replied that it was much better than in 
Chicago, because they did not kill the 
hogs so fast. On the following morning, 
after a conference with the packers, Dr. 
Wooden came to the office and proceed- 
ed to reverse his previous decision, go- 
ing over his notes, ‘with a net result 
that instead of the 76 per cent con- 
demned to the tanks, 44 per cent were 
condemned. These hogs were tanked, 
and the rest went for meat. 


Rewarded by Transfer. 


“I was then instructed by letter from 
Washington to conform to Dr. Wooden's 
methods. ‘This was in November, 1903.’ 
During December condemnations at this 
plant were numerous, but fewer than 
previously; but notwithstanding this I 
did not seem to give satisfaction and 
one day I was casually informed by a 
packing house weighmaster that a new 
inspector was to arrive. My transfer 


came three days later. 

“There can be no exaggeration of 
conditions in Chicago. The negli- 
gence of inspectors is beyond descrip- 
tion. They come and go as they see 
sa I found that scores and scores of 

s called ‘crips’ and ‘slows’ were 

lied after @gular hours, and with- 
sa any inspection whatever at the 
time of killing. The hogs when seen 
in the morning were ready for mar- 
ket—the heads, glands and viscera 
being removed, thus making detec- 
tion of disease Impossible. All this 
with the full knowledge of the in- 
spectors in charge and under frequent 
protest by myself and my subordi- 
nates. There were days when the en- 
tire force was excused from duty, yet 
hundreds of hogs Were killed. Being 
later transferred to another house, 1 
found the condition there the same. 

“The regulations require that con- 
demned carcasses be secured by lock 
and key in inspectors’ charge. In this 
place théy were left unlocked with 
the full Knowledge of the lempentore.

LESS MEAT EATER 
BY ST, LOUISANS 


Local Butchers : Report Falling 
Off in Demand for Pack- 
ers’ Product. 





IS DUE TO DISCLOSURES 





Customers Who Have Eaten 
Meat All Their Lives Be- 
come Vegetarians. 


Many St. Louis butchers and dealers 
in various kinds of preserved meats 
Say that there has been a decided de- 
crease in the demand for all packed 
meats and sausages ag a result of the 
exposures in connection with the in- 


vestigation now being made into. the 
methods of preserving meats ¢mployed 
by the big packing houses. 

Locul dealers say that, according to 
opinions expressed by customers who 
have been cect | meat all their lives, 
there will soon be thousands of newly 
converted vegetarians in the city if the 
disclosures are continued. 

The questions asked by customers 
before purchasing meat are also caus- 
ing considerable trouble and delay in 
sales. One dealer in Union Market 
rere to a Post-Dispatch reporter 

at if the number and variety of 
questions continued to increase he 
might find it necessary to é¢mploy a 
person intimately acquainted with the 
history of all meat offered for sale so 
that each plece might be given its 
proper pedigree without délay. 


Ask Many Questions. 


M. Telle of 26 and 27 Union Mar- 
ket, who handles sausage and packed 
meats, says he has noticed a slight 
decrease in his trade, and that he has 
been troubled a good deal with in- 
quirtes. 


“They all seem to be a \little 
worried about what the sausage 
made of,” Mr. Telle said. “But most 
of them ask questions for fun, 
think, and they go ahead and buy just 
the same. I think, though, that there 
will -be a great decrease in trade if 
this investigation continues to dis- 
close’ improper methods.” 

August Schmidt of 4 and 47 Union 
Market, who also deals in sausage, finds 
a slight decrease in trade. . 

“TT remember a short time ago when a 
story was printed about some man that 
died from eating pigs’ feet,’ said one 
of Mr. Schmidt's employes. “It was 
weeks and weeks after that before we 
sold any pigs’ feet, and_I think it will 
be the same way about ag] packed meats 
now. Evervbody seemggto be reading 
about the packers, for they all come in 
and ask us foolish questions about what 
our meat is made of and whether there 
are any rats in it."* 

J. C. Morley of 75 and 76 Union Mar- 
ket says that his trade, which is prin- 
cipully in fresh meats, has been but lit- 
tle affected. He has noticed the falling 
away of a few of his faithful custom- 
ers and he says he thinks further Inves- 
tigation of the methods of the packers 
may result in a bigger decrease in 
trade. 

Mr. Morley says that there are tome 
persons who buy meat that will not be 
infsenced by any disclosures that may 
be made. ‘“‘How much is it?” is the 
only question they ask. he says, and if 
the price is low enough they buy any- 
thine offered for sale. 

William Barthold of 4512 Delmar boule- 
vard says that his trade has not been 
decreased by the stories of the investl- 
gation. 

F. Mevers of 1110 
Says .that his customers are evidently 
reading the papers and his trade is 
showing results of their reading, 

‘What's this beef made of?" one cus- 
tomer asked him, pointing to a steak 
she was examining.

The Czar followed the movements of 
the prelate attentively, crossing him- 
self devoutly, and standing the while 
between the two Empresses, perceptibly 
the smallest figure of the three.

to have the Neill-Reynolds report made 
public, as it cannot possibly contain 
any revelations likely to be as revolt- 
ing as the idea of the terrible sanitary 
conditions created in the minds of the 

eople by the action of President Roose- 
velt in demanding action by Congress 
under a penalty to make the report 
public if Congress fails to act. 

Notwithstanding the frantic appeals 
of the packers to have the report sup~- 
pressed, it is stated that Mr. Rooseveit 
would welcome the adoption by the 
House of a resolution requesting him 
to send in the report. He would not 
lose any time in complying with this 
request, and it is stated on excellent 
authority that the President would not 
withhold the report on the ground that 
it would not be compatible with the pub- 
lic interests to release it. 

There never has been a general in- 
Spection of meat in the packing 
houses of the country, especially of 
ihe products that are sold in the home 
markets. For years Secretary Wilson 
has been trying to induce Congress to 
‘make appropriations large enough to 
provide for the Government inspection 
of all meat produced. But the House 
Agricultural Committee has’ indus- 
triously cut down his estimates, with 
the result that only meat exported to 
foreign markets has been inspected 
by the Government experts and certi- 
‘fied by the Government to be healthy. 
The meat for domestic markets has 
not been inspected, and the packers 
are now at liberty to use their own 
judgment, untrammeled by any action 
_of the Government in killing diseased 
and other unwholesome meats for 
home consumption. 

Practically all the foreign nations 
have declined to accept any Ameri- 
can meat unless it bears the tag of 
. the Government inspectors. In order 
to prevent the loss of foreign. mar- 
‘kets, Congress has provided enough 
funds to pay for the inspection of 


‘« beef and other meat products. but no 


provision whatever has been made to 
protect the American people from dis- 
eased and unwholesome meats. 


‘PACKING HOUSE OFFAL 
IS MADE INTO GREASE. 


_ Special to the Post-Dispatch. : 

CHICAGO, May 3u—Dr. William °K. 
Jacques, formerly City Chemist, told to- 
day of his visit to the stockyards with 
Commissioners Neill and Reynolds and 
the evidence upon which the report to 
President Roosevelt was made. Only a 
few weeks ago Dr. Jacques contended in 
a paper, which he read before the Chi- 
cago Medical Society, ‘that it was 
possible, under the rules of the Govern- 








its way. Mr. Reynolds asked the work- 
men what it was that he skimmed from 
the water, and the workman laughingly 
told him what it was. It is unprintable. 

“ “What is done with it?? Mr Reyn- 
olds asked. ‘ 

“It is made into grease,’ the work- 
man answered. 

*“*"My God, Doctor, is it possible that 
this filthy offal] can find its way into 
grease or lard that is used for any sort 
of cooking, or otherwise in the prepara- 
tion of food?’ said the Commissioner, 
addressing me. 

“IT had to confess that, in view of the 
keen competition in the showing of 
pronts by the various companies, it was 
very possible the stuff sometimes finds 
its way into cooking condiments, espe- 
cially as cooking lard brings a much 
higher price than axle grease or other 
lubricants which can be produced much 
more cheaply from petroleum. 


Can’t Be Punished. 


“The Government permits carcasses 
of five different kinds of tuberculosis 
cattle to be utilized in one way or an- 
other. Under the Government rules the 
Government inspectors, despite their 
system of branding or tagging. cannot 
destroy a pound of so-called condemned 
food products if the owner objects. He 
must hand it back to such owner on de- 
mand, without any alternative of pun- 
ishment for him if he sends it into the 
public food supply. 

“Perhaps the worst abuse of all is the 
preservative process in which formalde- 


hyde or, other poisons are used. This 
tréatrient for ‘preserving,’ @s it is 
called, produces an article that Is’ really 
the ‘embalmed beef’ that we heard so 
much about during the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War. To say that formalin or any 
other poison is harmless is utterly ab- 
surd, yet I have heard that such a claim 
has been made recently here in Chicago 


by a Government inspector in a public ! 


address. 


“As to the ease with which the ae- | 


odorizing of putrid and rotting meats 
can: be done if it is intended to send 
them into the stock of preserved meats 
destined for the public food supply, I 
wish to say that I can take the badly 
decomposed and malodorous carcass of a 
dog, and by treating it with the poi- 
sonous deodorizers and a little coloring 
matter, rig the mass in a manner that 
would deceive the eyes as well as the ol- 
factories, of an. expert meat buyer. 

“To my mind the worst aspect of the 
stockyards inspection is that, inasmuch 
as the Government inspection is. done 
at the request of the packers, who oth- 
erwise cannot export their meat, the 
system inevitably works in a way that 
makes Chicago the market for all the 
bad and diseased meat, since it cannot 
be shipped to a distance.”’

One of the members of the union, 
who has been employed for five years 
in an establjshment which makes a 
specialty of ‘“‘kosher,” or orthodox 
Jewish sausage, shrugged his shoul- 
ders when asked if he would subscribe 
(oO a sworn statement of his recital 
of conditions where he worked. 

“No,” he exclaimed, “I have a wife 
and eight children. I am paid $12 a 
week. I make sausage for the Jews, 
and I know it is not kosher, although 
I am not a Jew myself. I do not say 
the meat is unclean or diseased, be- 
cause I do not see it killed, but the 
Sausage is made from parts of the 
animal which the rabbi prohibits. Wé 
cheat the Jews and they don’t know 
it. 


Bad Meat Is “Doped.” 


“I have worked “in other places in 
New York and Jersey City, and I 
know things to be as bad, if not 
worse, than fn Chicago. Perhaps it is 
because they get more here. Offal 
beef is shipped here from the West 
and packed into barrels in a frozen 
State. Nobody knows or cares wheth- 
er it is good or bad. Enough dope is 
put in tu make it smell good and look 
good. The men don’t like this, but 
what are they to do? 

“There is no use complaining to the 
Board of Health. They send men who 
don't know a beef sausage from a 
rocking chair, and if the telephone 
bell rings before they get to the 
place, why, everything is, of course, 
all right.’ 

“It is ridiculous,”’ said Secretary 
Christian, “to say that the pork and 
beef sent out from the packing houses 
in New York is all good. That would be 
an impossibility. Nobody pretends that 
it is all good, but there is not much ditf- 
ference between human nature in New 
York and Chicago. 

“If a packer—as we call all the bosses 
who’ handle meats, or make sausages— 
can make more money by selling hog 
meat, unfit to eat, and can get away 
with it, he will sell the meat, and you 
can't stop him. The inspector does not 
want to stop him, because it ig not to 
his interest, or he does not know 
whether the meat is good or bad. 

‘“‘Bob veal is sold in one of the largest 
establishments in the East Side, and has 
been sold for years, without interfer- 
ence. If the inspectors understood their 
business, and were conscientious, this 
could not happen. The Butchers’ Union 
controls 40 of 75 factories in New York, 
and I'll guarantee to furnish half a doz- 
en experts who will do better work than 
any 30 political heelers.’’

BUCHAREST, May %.—In the pres- 
ence of an immense gathering of men, 
women and children, all dressed in holi- 
day attire, surrounded by distinguished 
visitors from nearly all European coun- 
tries, and by the ambassadors of all 
civilized nations, King Carl of Rou- 
mania opened officially the exposition 
which is to commemorate the 40 years 
of his reign in Roumania and the silver 
jubilee of Roumania’s becoming an in- 

dependent kingdom. 

The magnificent buildings decorated 
with the nation’s colors—red, yellow 
and blue—were immediately invaded by 
curious and enthusiastic crowds, who 
awaited anxiously the opening of the 
exposition which shows the progress of 
the country from a semf-harbaric Orien- 
tal possession of half a century ago. 
Even those who sin the first days of 
King Carl's arrival to the Roumania 
throne were his sworn enemies, upon 
viewing the progress of the country in 
the 40 years of his reign, praised the 
King enthusiastically. 

Friendship of Nations. 

The vast Filaret prairie has been 
transformed into a fairyland, where 
the nation’s story is told in such a way 
that even those. who de not know the 
tongue of the land can read. What 
makes Roumania rejoice even more 
than the: contemplation of her. own 
progress is the fact that many of her 
neighbors participate in the exposition. 
Austro-Hungary has @ beautiful palace 
and both nations rejoice to see their 
flags interlacing above the Austrian pal- 
ace. All over Europe the governments 
have reduced the railroad and steam- 
stip rates to one-half ani thereby con- 
tribute their share toward the success 


of the exposition. 

Walking on the principal boulevard, 
the eye is caught by the magnificent 
royal pavilion surrounded with huge 
columns, which add to the beauty of 
the structure. The pavilion is tastily 
decorated and is conspicuous in its 
simplicity. 

From the principal gate to the royal 
pavilion, which is at extremities of 
thé boulevard, are well laid out gar- 
dens, and the palaces of Agriculture, 
Commerce, Industry and Mineralogy. 
Then come the Military and Marine 
pavilions. At the end of this boule- 
vard the visitor comes to the artificial 
lake, in which the blue sky and the 
magnificent buildings are reflected. 
On a high hill above the lake there is 
a beautiful cascade, at the right of 
which is the Palace of Art. 

Beautiful Night Picture. 

Strewn over the Exposition grounds 
are imitations of historic structures, 
castles, palaces, statues of Roumanian 
rulers and makers of history. 

From the hill near the cascades the 
visitor gets a general view of the 
grounds, immense as they are. But 
grand as the view is by daylight, it 
is more beautiful at night, when the 
hundreds of thousands of electric 
globes, in the national colors, shine 
and let their colors be reflected in the 
lake, upon which boats glide grace- 
fully, while the breeze,.carries the 
sweet notes of the military band. 

King Carl and Carmen Sylva, the 
Queen, who are central figures at the 
Exposition. which is the first in size 
and importance attempted in Rou. 
mania, have expressed their admira- 
tion and showered their congratula- 
tions upon the Arrangements Commit- 
tee which brought to realization a 
project that a year ago was only a 
dream.

He called his wife 
to the bedside and instructed her to use 
part of the $100 to hire a brass band for 
his funeral. What was left over of the 
money wads to buy refreshments for the

So every man of the 4 grizzled war 
survivors was on hand yesterday when 
the band struck up and the march of a 
mile to the cemetery was begun. The 
thought that Comrade Heller would not 
have wanted them to weep kept back 
tears from many an eye. The band 
played while the clods fell on the cof- 
fin, and then the ‘“‘boys’’ faced about 
and marched to Mender’s Hall to a 
quickstep. 

There was enough left of the $100 to 
supply a generous luncheon.

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POLE VAULT RECORD 
BROKEN BY INCHES 


Gilbert of Yale Jumps 12 Feet 
3 Inches at Irish-Ameri- 
can Sports, 


NEW YORK, May 31.—Fifteen thous- 
and persons turned out at Celtic Park 
yesterday to witness the annual spring 
field day games of the Irish-American 
Athletic Club. They roared themselves 


hoarse a dozen times over in tribute to 
the winners and saw ai carnival of 
Sports such as might have done credit 
to the Olympian field. 

When Gilbert of Yale smashed the 
world’s record in the pole vault by two 
inches there was such a volley of cheers 
as must have caused atmospheric dis- 
turbanceg all along the noth shore of 
Long Island. The throng held its breath 
as the little athlete shot up into the 
air, and for a moment afterward there 
was silence. But the instant the an- 
nouneement was. made that he had 
cleared the rod by a vault of 12 feet 3 
inches, the storm broke loose. 

Martin Sheridan, the big Olympian 
winner, precipitated a riot of cheers 
when he stepped out on the field. The 
big fellow limped out, wrapped up ina 
capacious dressing gown made of sham- 
rocks. Some one called out in a fog- 
horn voice: 

“There goes Martin Sheridan!’ And 
then the storm broke in earnest. He 
refused to come out from among the 
shamrocks, but finally acknowledged the 
ovation. Fifteen thousand pairs of eyes 
were trained on him from the moment 
he picked up the discus until he won his 
event by a throw of 134 feet 6% inches. 
This was under his mark at the Olym- 
pian games, when he beat all nations at 
the discus throw. 

Once the giant Irishman pitched the 
discus, which looks like a mince pie, 
145 feet, and for a moment it was 
thought he had broken his own record 
by nearly 10 feet, but the judges de- 
cided that his foot had slipped out of the 
circle in the throw, and so it was not al- 
lowed. In order to win the event he 
had to veat all comers by 30 feet or 
more, for that was the handicap im- 
posed on him.

The sprinters hold the body a 
more erect position and have a tendency 
to throw the head back rather than to 
keep it In line with the body or a little 
forward. Of course, these characteris- 
.ics are not without exception, but seem 
to be general. 

We also noticed the lack of head-work 
on the part of many Euro n athletes. 
This was especially true in the middle 
and long distance runs. They exhaust 
themselves by: ‘fighting’ for a place 
and often misjudge their pace entirely. 
The Englishmen seem to prefer setting 
their own pace. In nearly all cases they 
started out fast and ran hard all the 
way. It is only of*late years that this
